O'Neill holds firmly 'what he bns grip-
ped To the critic of nlnys there Is

men a sense of energized capacity nnd
of conscious power, underlying "Chris"
that cancelation will be greatly dlsapt
related If his succeeding plays do not
reveal a growing control nnd mounting
masterfulness over the materials of life
md the methods of the tbcatro. And
critics of plays shared with the aiidi-ne- e

the feeling thnt here was n play
hichlv Interesting for what it sought
and 'highly, entertaining for what It
wrought. Aiming nt theatrical better-
ment, It never marred artistic Intent by
termonlJiing or propaganda and it was
never "highbrow."

Readers of fiction will nt once say
that "Chris" shapes and utilizes for
the fttage the materials and men, the
novelistic modes nnd mauno of Jo-

seph Conrad. This is true, but there is
bo imitation. "Chris" simply belong
to the same school in its color, its
atmosphere, its concrclcuess, Its re-

ality of character nud realism of event.
Here, too, is something of its limi-
tations as a play. Conradian descript-
ion nnd style can enrry a story, but
they cannot be staged. It relies on the
atmospheric and not the dramatic. Like
"The Nigger of tho Narcissus,"
"Chris" has a plot bo sevcro and sim-
ple as to socniTio plot nt all. Of dra-
matic conflict there Is little qud of ac-
tion virtually nothing. The develop-
ment of the story of the old bos'n who
forswears tho "vamping" lures of "tho
old devil, Sen," is intermittent nnd
episodic and not corapcllingly cohesive
to the climax, when lio is broken and
yields to the call, not so wisely fore-right-

as Ulysses, who bad his men
stop their hearing and bind him iu
order to resist the temptations of the
airenic daughters of, tho deep, The
ancient mariner, who personifies not the
tentimcntalized romance, but the hntred
of the sea felt by one who has known
its bnrduess, loses not only his'owu
flght to keep away from farfnring ships,
hut his struggle to save bis daughter,
with salt iu her blood, from marrying
n tailor. She supplies the only love
emotion und only clash In the play.

The staging in six separata nnd illu-liv- c

sets was very effective und the
admirable acting of Emtnot Corrigan as
Chris. Lynn Fontnne as the dnughter
and Arthur Ashley as the girl's sailor
lover was supplemented by numerous
tlever character bits.
